The ecircie represents the
sun with its cardinal points N E 8 W, the
poabk T belng on Lop, Flest gontact will oecur
at 6 o'elock M minutes 64 seconds p. m..
when the moon will begin to Indent the sun
at tho point F, very nearly 4 degress to
the left of ita lowest point. AL 6:08 the
observation will have refiched ity maximum
nnd & sgail plece will seem to have been
cut off the sun's left nide. This may be
seen through a smoked glass or by punch-
ing a amall hole In & cardboard and catch-
Ing the solar image on a pleca of white
paper, The last contact will occcur at @
o'clock 2 minutem 640 seconds, and the
maon will leave the sun at the point L.

The total eclipke of the sun will be visl-
hia as a partinl eclipse over the Iarger
part of the Unlied States. The aeccom.

and as the beginning, middle and end of

the celipse ot sunset, are sufficiently in.
telligible without expinnation. Thes paraliel

ovals marked 0, 1 2 3. 4. B, show Lthe
tenths of the sun's dinmeter eclipsed at
the moment of sunst, with this Aifferencs,
that to the east of the middle Hine the
eclippe will wtill be Inereasing at that time,
while to the west of i, it will be decreas-

Ing.

The full Hnes parallel to the lmit lne
marked 0, 1. 2, 4, 4, &6 4 Indicate the tenths
of the sun's diameter obscured at the mid-
dle of the eclipse. The two-dot-and-one-
dash lines mark the beginning of the
eclipse for every ten minutes of ecentral
time, nnd the two-dash-and-one-dot lines
#how the end of it According to them
the weclipss begins everywhere bafore 6
o'clock and ends everywhere after it. The
dotted lines 6, 7, & 9, phow the ecentral
times of sunset.
